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AMENDMENT OF THE CLAIMS 

Claim 1 (Currently Amended). A wound dressing for a body member, 
comprising: 

a sealed casing defining a plurality of flaps having an interior and 
fomied of a flexible, air impermeable material configured and d i m e nsioned to 
accommodate and enclose a body member; 

afl-a_compactable filler material disposed in the interior of said casing; 

and 

a valve communicating with the interior of the casing for evacuating air 
therefrom, whereupon the filler material interengages, in the aggregate, to 
form a rigid structure in combination with the casing conforming to a body 
member. 

Claim 2 (Currently Amended). The wound dressing according to claim 

1, wherein th e casing includes oppos i ng el ongat e d longitud i na l portions, 
opposing — c e ntral l ateral port i ons and a centra l portion — b e tw ee n said 
longitudinal portions and sa i d l ateral port i ons, said long i tud i nal portions and 
lat e ra l portions arranged to fo l d near sa i d centra l port i on and conform to a 
body member i n a fo l d e d configurat i on the casing defines a central portion 
and the plurality of flaps include a first elongate flap having first and second 
ends, the first end of the first elongate flap connected to a first side of the 
central portion . 

Claim 3 (Original). The wound dressing according to claim 2, further 
comprising a pad connected to said central portion, and configured and 
dimensioned to accommodate a distal end of a body member. 

Claim 4 (Currently Amended). The wound dressing according to claim 

2, further comprising at least one strap connected to on e of said longitudina l 
port i ons the first elongate flap and extending lateral relative thereto, said strap 
having connection elements positioned at the ends thereof configured to 
connect to one another. 
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Claim 5 (Original). The wound dressing according to claim 1, wherein 
the filler material is selected from the group consisting of polymer beads, 
polymer powder and sand.

Claim 7 (Currently Amended). A method for applying the a_wound 
dressing of c l a i m 2 to a body member, the wound dressing including a sealed 
casing defining a central portion and a plurality of elongate flaps and lateral 
flaps having an interior with a compactable filler material disposed therein, the 
wound dressing further comprises a valve for introducing and evacuating air 
from the interior of the casing , the method comprising the steps of: 

placing the wound dressing along a substantially flat surface in an 
extended configuration wherein the l ongitudina l , elongate and lateral flaps. 
and the central portions portion extend along said flat surface to thereby 
evenly distribute the filler material disposed in the casing; 

positioning the body member onto a first one of the longitudina l 
portions elongate flaps : 

folding the lateral port i ons flaps t owards the body member and the 
central portion; 

folding a second one of the l ongitudina l portions elongate flaps over the 
first l ongitud i nal port i on e longate flap : 

connecting a vacuum device to the valve; and 

evacuating air from the interior of the casing while maintaining the body 
member in a predetermined position to cause the filler material to interengage 
to form a rigid structure conforming to the body member. 

Claim 8 (Currently Amended). The method according to claim 7, 
further comprising the steps step of wrapping the at least one strap around 
the longitudinal port i ons elongate flaps and conn e cting th e connoct i on 
el ements to on e anoth e r to secure the wound dressing to the body member. 
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Claim 9 (New). The wound dressing according to claim 2, wherein the 
casing defines at least one recess located between the first side of the central 
portion and the first end of the first elongate flap. 

Claim 10 (New). The wound dressing according to claim 2, wherein 
the central portion and the first elongate flap are contiguously connected. 

Claim 11 (New). The wound dressing according to claim 10, wherein a 
division divides the central portion and the first elongate flap whereby the 
division permits folding of the first elongate flap relative to the central portion. 

Claim 12 (New). The wound dressing according to claim 1, wherein 
the first elongate flap defines a tapered width between the second and first 
ends thereof, the second end defining a greater width than the first end. 

Claim 13 (New). The wound dressing according to claim 1, wherein 
the casing defines a central portion and the plurality of flaps includes opposed 
first and second elongate flaps connected to respective opposed first and 
second ends the central portion. 

Claim 14 (New). The wound dressing according to claim 2, wherein 
the plurality of flaps include a first lateral flap extending from the central 
portion in a direction generally perpendicular to the first elongate flap. 

Claim 15 (New). The wound dressing according to claim 14, wherein 
the first elongate flap has a length greater than the first lateral flap. 
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Claim 16 (New). A wound dressing for a body member, comprising: 

a sealed casing having an interior cavity and formed of a flexible, air 
impermeable material configured to accommodate and enclose a body 
member, the casing defining a central portion and the plurality of flaps 
includes a first elongate flap having first and second ends and a first lateral 
flap extending from the central portion in a direction generally perpendicular to 
the first elongate flap, the first end of the first elongate flap connected to a first 
side of the central portion whereat a division is defined arranged to permit 
folding of the first elongate flap relative to the central portion; and 

a compactable filler material disposed in the interior of said casing. 

Claim 17 (New). The wound dressing according to claim 16, wherein 
the wound dressing comprises an extended configuration such that the central 
portion and the plurality of flaps define a plurality of substantially flat surfaces, 
and a wrapped configuration such that the portion and the plurality of flaps 
define a substantially non-flat configuration accommodating a body member. 

Claim 18 (New). The wound dressing according to claim 16, wherein 
the casing defines at least one recess located between the first side of the 
central portion and the first end of the first elongate flap. 

Claim 19 (New). The wound dressing according to claim A6, wherein 
the central portion and the first elongate flap are contiguously connected. 

Claim 20 (New). The wound dressing according to claim 16, wherein 
the first elongate flap defines a tapered width between the second and first 
ends thereof, the second end defining a greater width than the first end. 

Claim 21 (New). The wound dressing according to claim 16, further 
comprising a valve communicating with the interior of the casing for 
evacuating air therefrom, whereupon the filler material interengages, in the 
aggregate, to form a rigid structure in combination with the casing conforming 
to a body member. 
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
